ease of the Irish Transport and General 
Workers’ Union. 

Mr. William O’Brien, Genera] Treasurer of 
the Union, cross-examined by Mr. Wood, said 
he joined the Union in 1917, and became an 
official in 1919. One of the la branches 
was No. 1, which comprised between 10,000 
and 12,000 members. In No. 3 Branch there 
were about 6,000 members, and in No. 5 there 
were 2,000. 

He was not aware of a controversy between 
some of the members of these branches and 
the Executive. He knew two of the menin the 
dock were not members oí the Union. There 
was a meeting of No. 3 Branch on June 10th, 
1923. The right of Thomas Kennedy and 
Michael McCarthy to act on the 
Executive Committee was disputed. 
He believed that there were also questions. 
about the application of Union funds for poli- 
tical purposes, the non-payment of mortality 
and other benefits, and the alleged retention 
by Mr. Foran of ae of a sum of £7,000. 

“MM EAT. ”” 

At the meeting there was much heat. 
““One gentleman did all the talking, and the 
rest made up the chorus.” (Laughter. ) 
Afterwards there was a row over the posses- 
sion of the premises in Rutland square. 

The Magistrate held that questions regard- 
ing a controversy going on in the Union were 
not relevant to the charge. 

Mr. Wood submitted that there was no 
Executive Committee, as the appointments — 
cancelled by the General ama Ó 
Larkin. 

Mr. Cooper—Do you say members were en- 
ee to take forcible possession of Liberty

Mr. Wood—We could not take forcible 
possession of our own premises; that is what 
we say. This is an effort by one section to 
get the assistance of the State and military 
and police against another section. 

Further examined, the witness said he never 
knew Liberty Hall to be open after midnight.

They said they 
were acting as members of the Union, and 
would take full responsibility. Several of those 
men he now saw in the dock. 

Cross-examined, the witness said that the 
men behaved peacefully. He was in bed 
when the military knocked, and only for them 
would have remained there. 

Answering the magistrate, the witness said 
that no member had ever stayed all night in 
the building except on this cecasion.

polity on various subjects. The Bishop’s 
reply to an address from Sinn Fein clubs 
was a statement of his own political views, 
which, of course, he is entitled to hold 
and to declare with the freedom that 
the law allows to all Irish citizens. 
In this reply Dr. Dignan proclaimed 
his faith in the 
Free Stata Government and in the 
stability of the Constitution. “There is,” 
he said, “no unity, no peace, no progress, 
and morally, economically 


complete lack of 


and even 
nationally we are on an inclined plane, 
slipping gradually, but surely, into the 
abysmal pit of confusion and disorder,”’ 
The Bishop has been, and remains, a Re- 
publican, He predicts that the Repub- 
lican Party will be returned to power in 
a short time; but in the meanwhile he 
offers and counsels obedience to the exist- 
ing order of things. le advises his flock, 
however, to work for the swift establish- 
ment of a. Republican régime, and to use 
moral and peaceful means to bring tho 
people back to the position which they 
occupied before the Treaty was signed. 
This is legitimate advice, though, in our 
view, it is thoroughly bad and reckless 
advice. The people must be the arbiters 
of their own destiny. If they choose, with 
their eyes open, to repudiate the Anglo- 
Irish settlement and to re-invoke the reign 
of chaos, nobody can prevent them, even 
as nobody can save them from the conse- 
quences of their folly. 


It is, nevertheless, a grave misfortune 


exalted and most impressive moment of 
his life, a invite his country to re- 
open the conflict with Great Britain and 
to turn its back upon the solid and 
hardly won blessings of constitutional in- 
dependence. Dr. Dignan may believe, 
indeed, that Great Britain would accept 
the fait accompli, of an Irish Republic 
without protest ; birt, if he so believes, 
he withheld from his/flock his reasons for 
that strange conviction. To-day the Free 
State enjoys a settled form of government, 
which has been established by the will of 
the people. Thg/feople, as a whole, are 
content with it Their dominating desire 
is that they shall receive a fair chance to 
prosper, and such a chance is being put 
in their hands now by a national Execu- 
tive which, whatever its faults may be, is 
honest, industrious and impartial. The 
man who at this time utters from a seat of 
authority words that must increase the 
Government's difficulties is helping to 
embarrass his country’s fortunes. Dr. 
Dignan’s charge that the Free State has 
found no peace or progress in the last 
eighteen months is flagrantly unjust. The 
Government has restored law and order 
throughout the land, has done much to re- 
establish the national moral, and has 
formulated social and economic pro 
grammes from which, if the people’s intel- 
ligence responds to them, substantial 
results may be expected. It is not true 


fusion and disorder.’’ Even if the state- 
ment were true, the Bishop’s advice could 
serve only to precipitate the plunge. 

When Dr. Dignan says that there is no 
unity in Ireland he speaks a sad truth, 
but how will his pronouncement help the 
cause of unity? Its effect must be to 
render still more difficult that political 
and economic co-operation between all 
classes and creeds which is the hope of 
good Irishmen everywhere. At this time, 
when Presideut Cosgrave and Sir James 
Craig are striving valiantly for a peaceful 
solution of the boundary problem, nothing 
could be more unfortunate than the 
suggestion, from a high quarter, that the 
Free State is on the verge of a disaster 
from which only the repudiation of the 
Treaty can save it. Naturally, the Govern- 
ment and people of the Six Counties will 
be equally unwilling to associate them- 
selves with the threatened disaster and 
with the so confidently predicted Republic. 
What will be the effects of Dr. Dignan’s 
gloomy picture on.the welfare of the 
National Loan, on the standing of Free 
State credit in the money marits of the 
world and on the world’s faith in the 
immediate future of Irish industry and 
commerce? We notice that the Free 
State’s Press, and its public opinion, have 
received the Bishop’s remarks with re- 
spectful silence; but surely, while he is 
entitled to express his views, some steps 
ought to be taken to remove the im- 
pression which, uncorrected, they will 
convey to Ireland’s friends in many lands. 
We, at least, feel that we owe to the Free 
State’s Constitution and Government the 
duty of our protest against Dr. Dignan’s 
indictment, 


Apprentices in Industry. 


At the annual Technical Congress in 
Dublin yesterday the Reverend T. A. 
Finlay drew attention to an industrial 
problem of the first importance, The 
technical schools, which henceforward will 
be governed directly by the Minister for 
Education, were founded with the primary 
object of providing facilities for the instruc- 
tion of youths about to enter the skilled 
trades. They have done excellent work in 
this way during the last twenty years, 
but Father Finlay complained that the 
schools were faced with a serious obstacle 
in the fact that their pupils were barred 
from membership of a skilled trade unless 
they had been admitted as apprentices 
already. Thus a young man who desires, 
for instance, to become & stone-mason 
cannot take a course of intensive training 
in his craft at a technical school, but 
must waste a number of valuable years 
in antiquated apprenticeship. The whole 
system of apprenticeship is anomalous, 
and in the Free State this fact is be- 
ginning to make itself felt. The number 
of skilled tradesmen is diminishing every 
year, and Labour is conspiring to reduce 
it still further in view of the growth of 
unemployment. Britain has a similar 
problem, but there the trouble is caused 
not so much by a lack of skilled men as 
by their faulty distribution, Before the 
war, for example, there were fewer than 
800,000 members of the engineering trade 
in Great Britain. To-day there are some 
1,141,000. In the building trade the 
number in 1914 was 469,000; to-day it 
is only 360,000. Thus there is a plethora 
of engineers and a serious shortage 
of builders, with the result that the 
erection of houses is becoming more 
and more difficult every day. In the 
old days before the industrial revo- 
lution the population of any particular 
trade varied very slightly from year te 
year. Demand was more or less constant, 
and, if there should happen to be too 
many men in this or that particular trade, 
the surplus men always could find jobs 
somewhere else. Nowadays, however, in- 
dustry is organised far too thoroughly 
to permit the haphazard methods of 
half a century ago, A more intelligent 
system of recruitment of skilled men is 
essential to continued progress, and sooner 
or later the problem of distribution must 
be faced. At the present moment the 
building trade could absorb at least twice 
as many men as it employs, but simply 
because years must elapse before a 
sufficient number of apprentices can be 
trained the nation must do without the 
houses which are so necessary to its 
economic and social welfare. It would 
be a comparatively easy matter to put 
the large number of surplus engineers 
through a course of intensive training in 
technical schools, and in a year at least 
one hundred thousand men would be 
qualified to lay bricks and build 
houses. The perpetuation of the present 
system will involve continuous misery for 
hundreds of thousands of workers and 
their families. Fortunately, its evil effects 
are not so noticeable in the Free State 
as they ere in the great industrial centres 
of Great Britain, but even here the uneven 
distribution of skilled labour is impairing 
industrial efficiency. 


The Conquering Car. 


The National Automobile Chamber of 
Commerce of the United States has issued 
a book of “facts and figures’’ for 1924 
which discloses an almost stupefying in- 
créase in the number of motor cars made 
and used in that country, We learn that, 
of a total of some eighteen million motor 
vehicles in the world, eighty-eight per cent., 
or over fifteen millions, are in the United 
States. Great Britain comes next with 
about six hundred and forty thousand, 
and the number of motor vehicles 
in the Free State is estimated at sixteen 
thousand. The production of motor cars 
in the United States during 1923 reached 
the enormous total of 4,086,997, against 
2,659,064 in the previous year, and only 
892,618 in 1915. At the end of last year 
there were nearly thirteen and a half 
million car-owners in the United States, 
while more than forty-one and a half 
million people were “ gainfully employed.” 
Statistics show that the assumption that 
almost every person who is drawing a 
wage is able to keep a car is not so 
extravagant as might be supposed at first 
sight. Already one out of every seven 
persons in the United States owns a motor 
car, and in the State of California the 
average is as high as one in three. 
Alabama, judged by American standards, 
is a State in which motor cars are rare; 
for only one out of every nineteen persons 
is a motor-owner, Los Angeles, the pro- 
fessional home of the “cinema stars,” 
heads the list of American cities, in 
respect to the number of cars in use, with 
the astonishing total of 426,935—sixty 
thousand more than New York can boast.

Caste in India. 


Mr. Gandhi, the Indian idealist, is 
opposed to the caste system, but it 
is his policy to refrain from any resort 
to physical force, and the two prin- 
ciples have placed his followers 
an awkward dilemma. In the village 
of Vaikom, in the Southern State of 
Travancore, a situation not altogether 
lacking in humour has arisen. Here, 
owing to the exactions of the caste system, 
certain classes are prohibited from 
approaching within a distance of seventy- 
two yards of people of high caste. The 
restriction applies also to the temple, and 
the “untouchables” are not allowed to 
use the roads within a certain distance of 
it. Recently, as we learn from the Madras 
Corresponden. of The Times, they have 
endeavoured to approach the temple in 
defiance of this rule, and the authorities 
ordered the arrest.of the iconoclasts. Mo 
opposition was made to arrest or imprison- 
ment, and at first all went peacefully for 
the disciples of class .quality, who crowded 
into the prisons in such numbers that the 
business of government in the State 
became extremely difficult. The tables 
were turned, however, when the authorities 
hit upon the remedy of barricading the 
prohibited areas. Loyal to Mr. Gandhi's 
principles, the “untouchables ” were pre- 
vented from scaling the barricades or from 
going on “ hunger strike,” and therefore 
found themselves helpless. The whole 
affair seems to be very childish to Western 
eyes, but in India types vary so widely that 
the inflexible insistence on caste rules 
appears natural when viewed at close 
quarters. Hostile creeds prevent any 
process of fusion between the Hindus and 
Mohammedans. The lesson appears to be 
that India still is a long way from that 
point of development that would make self- 
government possible.

LABOUR’S HOUSING BILL.

THE FINANCIAL RESOLUTION, 


From OUR PARLIAMENTARY CORRESPONDENT. 
WESTMINSTER, Tuesday. 

Judging by the cheers which greeted Mr. 
Wheatley on rising to introduce the financial 
resolution on which the Government’s new 
Housing Bill is to be based, the Minister of 
Health would seem, among acertain section of 
his colleagues, at any rate, to be the most 
popular member of the Labour Administra- 
tion. Though a pacifist in some directions, 
Mr. Wheatley does not believe in peaceful 
methods when dealing with his political op- 
pete, and his speech this evening was 
ellicose to a degree when dealing with the 
opposition, past or anticipated, to the Govern- 
ment’s proposals for solving the housing 
problem. 


Certain Conservative members, he said, 
having exhausted the time and patience of 
the Houne in opposing a policy promoted by 
the Government, devoted the remnant of their 
energies to the production of a mock repre- 
sentation of an almost identical scheme. He 
quoted Mr. Neville Chamberlain, the author 
of the 1923 programme, as saying that the 
proposals then presented were to be re- 
ag as only the beginning of a solution. 
‘he Birmingham Housing anienibise had 
laid it down that the real problem was the 
provision of houses for letting, and not for 
selling purposes, and that at a rent which 
the working classes could afford to pay. 
Taking this as a test, he had little difficulty 
in proving that the 1923 Act had been a 
dismal failure. In fact, he did not believe 
that the Conservative Party ever anticipated 
that the working classes would get houses 
during the period of its operation. The 
masses of the working classes were abso- 
lutely unprovided for. 

To a suggestion from Mr, Ormsby-Gore, 
that, the Socialist policy was to make every- 
body live in a slum, Mr. Wheatley retored 
that if the Opposition spent a week or so in 
the slums the housing problem would soon 
be settled. The last time I spoke on the 
housing question, proceeded the Minister. I 
was accused of introducing ‘‘sob staff.” I shall 
not do so on this occasion. I shall not be 
guilty of assuming that the Conservative 
Party have souls as well as pockets.

-Having explained his proposals at con- 
siderable length, the Minister, with reference 
to the increase in the cost of production, said 
that he was going to ask Parliament, to give 
him drastic powers for dealing with 
“ profiteering.’ Taking prices at January of 
this year as a basis, the bill he was intro- 
ducing would provide that, unless any in- 
crease above those prices could be justified by 
circumstances, which could not be controlled, 
such increase should be regarded as a serious 
offence. 

He agreed that the cost of building the con- 
templated number of houses would be very 
considerable, but, after all, the annual ex- 
penditure would only be ten per cent. of the 
national drink bill. 

Sir William Joynson-Hicks’s criticism was 
that, while Mr.. Wheatley was asking for 
what was really a suspension of the law of 
supply and demand, he might just as well 
attempt the suspension of the law of gravita- 
tion. All three parties in the House were 
eager to grapple with the housing problem, 
but they disagreed as to method. The pre- 
sent proposals imposed. an enormous burden 
upon the country—something like 1,400 
millions, a sum nearly equal to our debt to 
the United States. 

He was inclined to doubt whether the 
Minister of Health would be able to get over 
the Labour difficulty. The Minister seemed 
to have shirked the question by handing it 
over to a non-Statutory Committee of the 
building industry. The number of houses at 
present under construction seemed to have 
absorbed the whole of the labour supply, so 


far as the skilled workers were concerned.

In the subsequent debate many doubts were 
expressed from the Conservative and Liberal 
benches as to the ability of the Minister to 
find the necessary skilled labour for his 
somewhat ambitious scheme. Failing this 
essential condition, Mr. Masterman declared 
that the whole thing was a sham. The 
same point was emphasised by Sir Kingsley 
Wood, who said that unless another 50,000 
men were forthcoming there would be very 
few houses built within the next three years. 
Mr. Trevelyan Thomson, who has been one 
of the most persistent hecklers of successive 
Governments on the housing question, said 
that the Government’s proposals afforded him 
real ground for hope that something sub- 
stantial would be achieved at last.

THE KING'S BIRTHDAY.

‘The King’s Birthday was largely cole 
brated by the public here in an attend- 
ance at the trooping of the Colour on 
the Horse Guards’ Parade. The police 
authorities were of the opinion that the 
crowd was the biggest that they have had 
to handle since the Diamond Jubilee 
celebrations in 1897, The parade was a 
magnificent spectacle, and every detail 
was carried out to perfection. The Queen, 
who had the Duchess of York at her side, 
had a great reception as she drove along 
the Mall to the Horse Guards to watch 
the parade, and the greeting was repeated 
when the King, accompanied by the Prince 
of Wales, the Duke of York, the Duke of 
Connaught and Prince Henry, passed 
along on horseback, clad in the scarlet of 
the Guards. The actual ceremony takes 
only a few minutes, but months of pre 
paration are necessary for those taking 
part in it. The Prime Minister was an 
interested spectator from his room in the 
Foreign Office, while several members of 
the Government watched the proceedings 
from different points of vantage. 


A Gifted Prince. 


Prince George, the King’s youngest son, 
has just gained first place for French and 
second place for Italian in the voluntary 
examination in foreign languages for 
acting sub-lieutenants at the Royal Naval 
College, Greenwich. He shares with the 
Duke of York a pleasure in the practice 
of studious habits. When the Duke joined 
the Royal Air Force he possessed a com- 
plete knowledge of interna] combustion 
engines, which proved most helpful during 
his training as a pilot, and at the moment 
he is devoting a portion of his somewhat 
scanty spare time to a course which will 
rive him the qualifications of a factory 
inspector. He was induged to take up 
the study of such iy pat 4 the working 
of the Factories and Workshops Acts by 
his association with the Industria] Wel- 
fare Association, a movement with which 
he has been closely identified for several 
years. 


Vatee for Women. 


Standing Committee “ A ” of the House 
of Commons decided to-day in favour ol 
the principle of votes for women at the 
age of twenty-one, a decision that will 
add some hundreds of thousands of voters 
to the register. Efforts were made by the 
Conservatives to get the age fixed at 
twenty, but the proposal was rejected by 
thirty-eight votes to eleven. It is under- 
stood that the Government now intends to 
take up the Bill and pass it through 
Parliament this session. Much will have 
to be done to the proposed measure, how- 
ever, before it meets with the full approval 
of the House of Commons, and the Home 
Secretary this afternoon undertook that 
the Bill should be most carefully examined 
and amended before it was again presented 
to the House. 


Devolution. 


The Government is expected to make a: 
announcement before the recess begins 
cai its decision as to an inquiry 
into a scheme of devolution for Scotland, 
Wales and England. The first suggestion 
was that a Select Committee of the House 
of Commons should be appointed to con- 
sider the question, but that course is not 
acceptable to all parties. In the circum- 
stances, it is thought that the Prime 
Minister will favour the setting up of i 
Royal Commission. The Irish Councils 
Bill, which was considered such an ex- 
cellent measure for Ireland at the time 
when it was introduced, might well be 
considered in connection with the pro- 
posed scheme of devolution. 


Labour and Communism. 


The leaders of the Labour Party have 
come to the definite conclusion that Labour 
niust be absolutely dissociated from Com- 
niunism if it is to make further headway, 
and a committee is to be set up to con- 
sider a scheme whereby local Labour 
organisations will not adopt as candidates 
persons who are members of Communist 
bodies. An inquiry also will be held into 
the circumstances attending the selection 
of Mr. Aitken Ferguson as the Socialist 
candidate at the recent ~“Kelvingrove by- 
election.: He was adopted as the official 
Socialist candidate, though he had 
previousl stood as an Independent. 


The Russian Conference. 


The position of the Anglo-Soviet Con- 
ference grows more extraordinary every 
day. The expected plenary meeting has 
been postponed, and no full assembly ol 
the members is expected for another fort- 
hight. When the plenary meeting does 
take place the Russians will have been 
in this country ten weeks, and not one 
decision of the first importance has been 
made. It is said that the Russians are 
feeling acutely the uncertain position o: 
affairs in Moscow, because the struggle 
there between the extremists and the 
moderates reacts upon them, and they 
hear that it may lead to a change in their 
status at any moment. The real trouble 
is that Russia wants money, while there 
is little inclination here to give it to her, 
and there is a feeling that the proceedings 
ás now conducted are nothing but idk 
pretence. 


A Railway Threat. 


It is announced to-day that eighty 
thousand railwaymen may strike to 
morrow night, but it is to be noted that 
the accent is at present on the '“ may. 
The figures are those given by the un- 
official strike committee, and the state- 
ment is ridiculed by the National Union 
of Railwaymen and the companies, though 
it is feared that a number of shopmen 
may come out in support of their demand 
for an increase of ten shillings a week in 
wages, a guaranteed week and a week's 
holiday with pay. The National Union of 
‘Railwaymen denounces the strike, since 
lit has put forward a national programme 
for railway shopmeri, and it calls upon 
ithe intending strikers to await the con- 
istitutional negotiations which are to take 
iplace. Once /again the strike threat is 
‘attended by an intimation that the power 
istation men will be withdrawn ef the 
tube railways held up.

LOCAL GOVERNMENT. 
HANDICAPS OF DISTRICT 


COUNCILS. 


The second reading debate on the Local 
Government Bill was resumed, 

Mr. G. Wolfe said that he had a sneaking 
affection for the District Councils, which had 
done a great deal of good work; but they 
had been handicapped Frond the start by cer- 
tain things. The people had welcomed the 
democratic system introduced by the 1898 
Act. They were prepared to pay for the 
freedom that was given them. But they had 
been paying too much. In the County Kil- 
dare the amount raised in the year before the 
1898 Act was £42,567. The average raised 
from 1899 to 1919 was £40,606, to which was 
added the agricultural grant of £15,740, 
bringing the average amount spent in the 
county to over £55,000 a year. For the five 
years from 1919 the actual amount raised was 
£117,064. 

The Councils had been overloaded with an 
excessive membership. The Council to which 
he belonged had a membership of 80, and 
the corresponding Board of Guardians had a 
membership of 90 ; yet it was hard enough to 
get a quorum of three members. At the 
County Council, with its membership of 31, 
reduced lately to 28, the average attendance 
was about 19 or 20. Notwithstanding his 
sentimental regard for the District Councils, 
he would be glad to see a better and less ex- 
pensive system. 


THE COMMISSION, 


Mr. Gorey said that the announcement by 
the President last week as to the appointment 
of a Commission on local government had 
brought new matter into the discussion. 
\,nen they were dealing with the bill at first 
they were confronted with the necessity of 
dealing with it decisively. The suggestion of 
a Commission was a wholesome and welcome 


step. 

The principal bone of contention in the bill 
was the abolition of the district councils. 
His sole idea in supporting the continuance 
of the district nn & was that they might 
be given more work than they had been given 
to do in the past. They should be fitted into 
the scheme of ceil in guch a way that they 
would have something to do. The district 
councils had only four main meetings in the 
year, and now that the work of the Boards 
of Guardians had also been reduced, the dis- 
trict councillors had nothing to do. He sug- 
ges..-. that these bodies be retained for the 
purpose of having local supervision with re- 
yar. to work done on the roads and the ad- 
ministration of home health, and for other 
minor duties. 

If they could be fitted into the scheme for 
such objects they would serve a useful pur- 

e. They would have more effect than 
inspectors of Home health and all the other 
officials appointed on salary. Otherwise he 
admitted that there was no case for the re- 
tention of the district councils. Their present 
position, without poor law duties, was a 
sham; but it ought not to be a sham. 

His other main point concerning the bill 
was that the main roads and trunk roads 
ought to be a State charge. The development 
of such roads brought very little good to the 
people in whose districts they were main- 
tained. Main roads in the future would have 
to be built on a different plan to accommodate 
the changed character of traffic, and if that 
task was to be faced honestly it could not be 
done by the counties or districts: it could 
only be done by the State. _ 

Mr. Gorey, before concluding, asked whether 
the veterinary officer, like the medical officer, 
was to be a whole-time official. 

The Minister for Local Government was 
understood to say that he would. 


NOT NEEDED, 


Mr. McCabe said that, failing the drastic 
reform of the whole system of loca] govern- 
ment, which he would have liked to see, he 
was in general agreement with the details of 
the bill. He regretted the loss of the district 
councils, but the question now was not 
whether those councils were to be killed, but 
who had killed them. District councils, to all 
intents and purposes, had come to an end 
when Sinn Fein decided to centralise public 
health in the county boards. Jt was sheer 
pretence to say that there was any longer any 
necessity for district councils. They had not 
been a success, and had not weathered the 
storm of recent years. The faylt was less 
that of the personnel than of the system. | 

Continuing, Mr. M‘Cabe said that with 
regard to Dublin, with its rapidly-increasing 
borders and its general reflection of national 
ideals, he thought special arrangements should 
be made for it. He was glad to hear that 
rates were to be reduced in connection with 
local industries. That would be an ideal 


revival of industries that could in time pay 
rates. ? 

Mr. Daly strongly approved of the proposal 
for the appointment of an independent doctor. 
He disagreed with the proposal to abolish 
district councils. 


THE ROADS AND TRADE, 


Mr. John Good said that if it was the in- 
tention, as had been stated, to set up a Com- 
mission to inquire into the bill, he could not 
see why the time of the House should be 
taken up with the consideration of its pro- 
posals. (Hear, hear.) There was one thing 
very vital to the trade of the country, how- 
ever, that they must consider, and that was 
the subject of the roadways. In the con- 
sideration of another bill recently it was urged 
by a Minister that they ought to do away 
with a large number of boards of directors, 
railway managers, engineers, and soforth in 
order to reduce expense, and now this bill 
proposed ‘that the roadways shguld be admin- 
istered by 26 county authorities and he 
did not know how many urban authorities. 

The body of traffic that was carried by the 
roadways was of great importance: it was 
an increasing traffic which would be very 
much larger in the future, and he thought 
that it was exceedingly unwise that the 
roadways, which were so important to com- 
merce, should be administered by so many 
different bodies. He must say that some of 
the bodies in charge of roads were fit to 
administer them, but many of them knew very 
little about the administration of roads. When 
one came to the question of the charges for 
the maintenance of roads it was there one 
saw the injustice of the proposals put forward 
for the maintenance of the roads. We 

The bill proposed that the urban anthorities 
should maintain the roadways in their areas. 
Those roadways went through many areas. 
Seventy-five or eighty per cent. of the traffic 
—and heavy traffic—went through those areas, 
and the authorities should maintain roads 
with moneys ont of which they got no income 
whatever. He thought that that was an 
inequitable propossl, and the only way, it 
appeared to him, that such a problem could 
be met was to concentrate the administration 
of the roadways under one authority.

ON THE HORSE GUARDS’ 
PARADE, 


The King’s Birthday was celebrated in 
London yesterday by the Trooping of the 
Colour by the Brigade of Guards on the 
Horse’ Guards’ Parade before the King and 
Queen, the Prince of Wales, and various 
members of the Royal Family. The Foot 
Guards were drawn up in eight columns, 
and with them were two troops of Royal 
Horse Guards. The Queen and the Duchess 
of York witnessed the ceremonia! from a 
window above Horse Guards’ Arch, while 
the King and the Royal Princes came in 
procession from Buckingham Palace to the 
parade ground, As the Royal party rode on 
to the parade ground they were received 
with a Royal salute. 

His Majesty at once inspected the troops, 
and afterwards took up his position at the 
saluting base while the picturesque and 
impressive ceremonial of Trooping the King’s 
Colour of the 2nd Grenadiers was carried out.

egent House, Trinity College, Dublin. 

The Most Rev. the Provost, who presided, 
in introducing the lecturer, said that they 
might well congratulate themselves on having 
Dr. Pribram to lecture to them. The Pro- 
fessor was recognised all over the world as 
the principal authority upon the foreign 
policies of Central Europe during the last 
fifty years. Soon after the overthrow of 
the Imperial Government of Austria by the 
revolution of November, 1918, he obtained 
access to the secret papers in the State 
archives, and consequently he was able to 
assemble much new information. Some of 
this information, he believed, was embodied 
in the Professor’s great work, ‘‘ The Secret 
Treaties of Austria-Hungary, 1879-1914.’’ 

On behalf of the University, the Provost 
continued, he would like to say how greatly 
they were shocked to learn of the attack 
on the Austrian Chancellor, Dr. Seipel. It 
was an outrage that all civilised peoples 
deplored. 

Professor Pribram, in the course of his 
lecture, outlined the policy of Austria- 
Hungary during the years preceding the 
Great War. Its first manifestation was the 
annexation of Bosnia-Herzegovina in 1908. He 
referred in detail to the diplomatic dis- 
cussions which followed between Russia, on 
the one side, and Great Britain end Austria, 
on the other, and dealt with the agreement 
come to in 1909 between Russia and Austria 
in regard to the annexation. 

The events which led up to the grouping 
of the Great Powers of Europe into two 
alliances—the Entente Cordiale and the 
Triple Alliance—-were next reviewed, as were 
subsequently the causes which directly led to 
the world war.

ARMS DEPOTS AND MURDER

STORMY SCENES IN THE 


REICHSTAG,

BERLIN, Tuesday. 

Remarkable revelations of alleged Com- 
munist plots were made in the Reichstag this 
afternoon, during the debate on the Com- 
munist motion for the release of the three 
Communist Deputies who were recently 
arrested on a charge of high treason and 
conspiracy to alter the Constitution of the 
Reich by violence. 

The Socialist Deputy, Herr Loebe, reported 
on the deliberations which had taken place 
in the Committee. of the Reichstag, on the 
motion, and said that the State Public Prose- 
cutor’s investigations had disclosed a far-reach- 
ing Communist conspiracy to overthrow the 
Government. Large weapon dépéts had been 
established in numerous places in Germany by 
the Communists, and 44 dépéts for hiding 
weapons had been rented in Berlin. Plans, 
said Herr Loebe, had been drawn up for the 
seizure of the towns of Pforzheim and Kiel, 
and instructions had been issued as to how 
the police should be dealt with. 

According to information in the hands of 
the police authorities, said Herr Loebe, Com- 
munist bands had been formed to blow up the 
railway lines and to create general chaos. A 
Cheka murder organisation had been estab- 
lished, and its members had been supplied 
with ‘‘dum-dum ” bullets, explosives, and 
cholera and typhus bacilli. 

Various persons, continued Herr Loebe, 
were to be murdered, including General von 
Seckt, the Commander-in-Chief of the Reichs- 
wehr. The three arrested deputies were mem- 
bers of the Executive Committee of the Com- 
munist Party, which had been responsible for 
the entire conspiracy. 

Herr Loebe’s report was received with con- 
stant interruptions and ironical laughter from 
the Communists, among whom the deputy, 
Remmelle, was particularly conspicuous. 

The President of the Reichstag called him 
to order three times, and finally decreed his 
expulsion for eight sittings. Remmelle still 
refused to leave, whereupon the President 
ordered his expulsion for twenty sittings. 

The Reichstag then adjourned till to-mor- 
row.—(Ideuter. ) 


MARX MINISTRY CONFIRMED

President Ebert has appointed Dr. Marx as 
Chancellor, and, at Dr. Marx’s request, has 
confirmed the Ministers of the resigning 
Cabinet in their posts.—(Reuter.)

FIRST VOTE IN NEW CHAMBER. 


PARIS, Tuesday. 

The Senate met this afternoon, and after 
the formal opening adojurned until Thursday. 
The Chamber likewise met to _ verify the 
Deputies’ electoral mandates. Under the 
rules governing the procedure the mandates 
of more than half the total number of 
Deputies must be validated before the 
Chamber is constituted. 

This completed, the Chamber had to decide 
when it should meet to elect the President 
and the Vice-Presidents, and this led to the 
first vote in the new Chamber, and to a tilt 
between the Left and the Right. The Left 
favoured to-morrow as the date, and the 
Right wished for Thursday. Finally, it was 
decided by 353 votes against 167 to meet to- 
morrow afternoon. 

If the Presidential question is submitted to 
Parliament there may be a narrow majority 
in the Senate in M. Millerand’s. favour. 


PRESIDENCY OF THE CHAMBER. 


The Democratic Republicans of the Left and 
the Republicans of the Left met this after- 
noon and discussed the question of the elec.

CAPTAIN W. MAXWELL. 


The death has taken place in the Royal 
Victoria Hospital, Belfast, of Captain William 
Maxwell, who for many years served in the 
Royal Irish Rifles, and was íor a time con- 
nected with the Ulster Special Constabulary. 

The late Captan Maxwell, who resided 
in 126 Cliftonpark avenue, Belfast, was 
born in August, 1868, joined the old

MR. JAMES WILLIAM COPLAND. 


We regret to announce the death of Mr. 
James William Copland, the well-known 
Dublin stockbroker. Mr. Copland, who had 
attained the advanced age of 80 years, be- 
came a member of the Dublin Stock Exchange 
in 1868, and was President in the years 1891, 
1896, 1897, 1898, and 1905.

RUMOURS OF A RISING 
IN BUCHAREST, 


The discontent which has existed for 
some weeks among the followers of the 
Nationalist (Opposition) Party in the Con- 
stituent Assembly of Albania has broken 
out into active rebellion. A large section 
of the regular army has joined the in- 
surgents. A report from Belgrade states 
that the whole of Northern Albania is in 
the hands of the rebels, who are pre- 
paring to advance on Tirana, the seat of 
the Government, where, however, the 
troops remain loyal. 

It is expected that the Government will 
resign, and that a non-party Ministry will 
be formed. pending a general election. The 
trouble is purely domestic, and Italy is 
not expected to intervene. 

Fighting is reported to have taken place 
in, or near, Bucharest between the 
Government troops and a large body of 
men recruited in the country to demon- 
strate against the Administration.

CO-OPERATING WITH 
OPPOSITION. 


Reuter’s Agency is informed that the latest 
news Heceived by the Albanian Legation in 
London is dated from Tirana last Saturday, 
the same day on which the last telegram was 
received by the British Government from its 
representative at Durazzi. It is explained 
that the situation is that part of the army 
is acting in co-operation with the members of 
the Opposition in the Constituent Assembly, 
demanding the resignation of the Government, 
to be followed by new elections. 

There is no news of any fighting, and the 
reports telegraphed to this country have been 
referred to Albania with a request to the 
Government for information. 

In other quarters in touch with Albania it 
is pointed out that there seems to be no doubt 
that the situation is more serious than would 
be created by isolated action on the part of 
any single band, because in this case the 
bulk of the regular army of five thousand 
men, with complete equipment, seems to be 
opposing the irregulars who are supporting the 
Government. The probability is that in these 
circumstances the Gaelú will be forced 
to resign, and a non party Government, will 
assume office, and itselí carry out, an impartial 
election. 

What has precipitated the general discon- 
tent is the absence oí steps to arrest the 
persons responsible for the recent murder of 
an Albanian deputy in Tirana, and of ex- 
planations regarding the real reason for the 
murder two months ago of two American tra- 
vellers. It is stated that the situation is en- 
tirely internal, and that order ought to be 
restored within a week,

REBEL SUCCESSES. 


SEAT OF GOVERNMENT 
THREATENED. 
BELGRADE, Tuesday. 

According to telegrams which were received 
here last night, Scutari would appear to be 
entirely in the hands of rebel forces under the 
command of Colonel Redjeb Ghali, who has 
united under his command a number of irre- 
gular bands, including the followers of the 
famous bandit chief, Bairam Sour. The in- 
surgents, who are already masters of Northern 
Albania, are now preparing to march upon 
Tirana, where the new Government, under 
Elias Bey Vrioni, has just been formed. The 
Government has hastily adopted measures to 
cope with the situation. 

In view of the gravity of the position in 
Albania, which has degenerated into civil 
war, the Cabinet here discussed at some length 
yesterday possible developments in the situa- 
tion. The whole Press is following events 
with the keenest interest. The semi-official 
newspaper Vreme, recalls the difficulties en- 
countered in the past by Ahmed Beg _ to 
maintain Albanian independence in Europe, 
and says:—Our essential interest is to see 
Albania remain completely independent and 
masters of her own destiny. We have, there- 
fore, no idea of interference in the internal 
affairs of Albania, and we hope that a similar 
attitude will be adopted by the other neigh- 
bouring countries with regard to this young 
State, which is going through a crisis of de- 
velopment,”

FAVOURABLE TO INSURGENTS. 
COME, Tuesday, 

Although advices received here by the Alba- 
nian Legation attempt to minimise the revo- 
lutionary movement in Albania, other trust- 
worthy accounts from official sources confirm 
the success of the Nationalist insurgents and 
the disaffection of the army all over the 
country, except in the area round Tirana. 

The Italian Government does not propose 
to interfere, and the impression may be 
gathered that it is secretly favourable to the 
insurgents, Contrary to reports, no warship 
has been sent to Albanian waters, but an 
Italian destroyer is in readiness to proceed 
to Durazzo in case there is any danger that 
the cable may be cut:

BILL, 


TEXT PUBLISHED. 


PRINCIPAL PROVISIONS 
AND PENALTIES, 


———— oe 


The text of. the sees erm. Rag ap Bill, in- 
troduced in the Dail last week, the main pro- 
visions of which have been outlined by the 
Minister of Justice, was published yesterday. 

The bill proposes to amend the law re- 
lating to the sale of intoxicating liquor, and 
does not involve the compensation of vested 
interests. 

The new hours of sale are to be from 9 a.m. 
to 10 p.m. every week-day, except Saturday, 
when the closing hour will be thirty minutes 
earlier—that is, 9.50 p.m. There is no 
change in the hours Sunday business. 
Under the existing laws bona ( e travellers 
may be lawfully served by publicans at any 
hour upon any day of the year; but one of 
the provisions of the new measure is that 
bona fide travellers shall not be served (1) 
at any hour on Christmas Day, Good Friday, 
or St. Patrick's Day; or (2) between 7 a.m. 
and 1 p.m. on Sunday. 

Another proposal is that licensed premises 
shall not be opened for business anywhere on 
Good Friday or St. Patrick’s Day. This 
rule is already in existence as regards 
Christmas Day. 

A further provision in the first part of the 
bill is that no person shall be admitted to 
any theatre with a bar after 9.30 p.m. unless 
he has paid for a seat prior to that hour or is 
employed in the theatre. The existing hours 
of sale in theatre bars will remain anoken ed. 

Under Section (2) power is given to a Dis. 
trict Justice to close licensed premises in 
towns or villages in the interests of 
the preservation of public peace and 
order. The Justice is entitled to 
exercise such authority on the written ap- 
plication of a superintendent or inspector of 
the Civic-Guard. No change is proposed in 
the penalties for opening during prohibited 
hours. 

| ““ SHEBEENING.” 

The penalties for “ shebeening,” under Part 
2 of the bill ,are increased, and the offence 
of “ keeping for sale "—which is the com- 
monest variety capable of detection—is put 
on the same plane as selling. Sections in 
earlier Acts dealing with the offence are ,for 
convenience, repealed and _ re-enacted in a 
stronger form. The sale of intoxicating 
liquor without licence is an offence to be 
made punishable by a fine not exceeding £50, 
or, in default of payment, a term of imprison- 
ment not exceeding six months. Sale, on 
credit, of liquor for consumption on the 
premises is made an offence to be recorded 
on the licence of the licence-holder; while 
sales to persons under the age of 18 are pro- 
hibited. The penalty for a sale on credit will 
be not more than £5 in the case of a first 
offence, and £10 in the case of a subsequent 
offence. In both cases the conviction shall 
be recorded on the licence. The penalty is 
the same for sales to young persons, for con- 
sumption on or off the premises. Girls under 
the age of 18 must not be employed as bar- 
maids ,according to Section 9 of the bill. 

The penalties for consumption of liquor on 
premises licensed only for consumptign 
off the premises are increased  con- 
siderably under Section 10, the punish- 
ment for a second offence being 
forfeiture of the licence. A first offence under 
that section will involve a penalty not exceed- 
ing £100. Any person in the employment of 
the holder of the licence who commits an 
offence under the section will be liable to a 
fine not exceeding £50, or in default of pay- 
ment imprisonment for a term not exceeding 
three months. The person served in such 
cases will be liable to a penalty not exceeding 
£20, or to a term of imprisonment not ex- 
ceeding a month, 

The Licensing (Ireland) Act of 1902, which 
at present has to be renewed annually, will 
be made permanent. 

MIXED TRADING. 

.From and after the 25th of Sep- 
tember 1925, mixed trading in public- 
houses will not be lawful. An ex- 
ception is. however, made in the case of 
tobacco, matches, table waters, and food for 
consumption on the premises. This provision 
will not affect off-licences. Provision is made 
under Sections 14-16 for the compulsory re- 
cording on licences of convictions for the 
more serious offences against the Licensing 
Laws. Three convictions for such offences, 
or in some cases less, will involve forfeiture of 


the licence, 
CLUBS. 

The third part of the measure deals with 
clubs—that is mainly clubs registered under 
the Registration of Clubs (Ireland) Act, 1904. 
It is provided that no club may be registered 
unless its rules prohibit the supply ~ excis- 
able liquor during certain hours. The pro- 
hibited hours are to be the same as those pro- 
vided (and already mentioned) for publichouses 
on ordinary week-days and  Satur- 
days. On Sundays, Christmas Day, 
Good Friday, and St. Patrick's Day 
liquor may be supplied only between 1 p.m. 
and 10 p.m. Other proposals in regard to 
clubs are that the annual-registration fee shall 
be increased from Ba. to £2; that restric- 
tions shall be placed on the grants of certifi- 
cates of registration, and that the police shall 
be given power to enter and search clubs if 
they suspect abuses. 

Under the 1904 Act every club, in order 
to secure registration, must have rules on the 
model prescribed by the Act, except any lodge 
of Freemasons, duly constituted under a char- 
ter or warrant from the Grand Lodge of Ire- 
land. It is proposed to remove that excep- 
tion by the repeal of the proviso to Section 
4 of the Act, so that in future such lodges 
will be on the same footing as any other kind 
of club. 

ILLICIT DISTILLATION, 

In the fourth part of the bill provision 
is made, giving power to control the in- 
gredients used for illicit distillation, In such 
areas as may be prescribed, purchasers of such 
ingredients will require police permits. 
Licence holders convicted of concealing, pos- 
sessing, or selling illicitly distilled spirits 
will suffer forfeiture of their licences. 

Illicit dist#lation is made an ordinary 
criminal offence punishable with imprison- 
ment.. Under the existing law, except the 
Public Safety (Punishment of Offences) Tem- 
porary Act, 1924, it is primarily a Revenue 
offence punishable by fine. 

The sale of methylated spirits will be 
restricted in much the same way as is poison, 
and the drinking of such spirits is made an 
offence punishable with imprisonment. The 
sale of methylated spirits is entirely prohibited 
between the hours of 9 p.m. on Saturday, and 
9 a.m. on Monday.

CANADA MAY TAKE ACTION, |

LABOUR PARTY’S ANXIETY. 

The Times says :—Though the Labour mem- 
bers voted solidly in favour of the Govern- 
ment in the debate on the salary of ithe 
Minister of Labour last Thursday, there is 
still considerable anxiety among the rank 
and file as to the Cabinet’s handling of the 
unemployment question.

NORTHERN FINANCES. 


IMPORTANT SITTING OF 


~COLWYN COMMITTEE. 


The Northern Minister of Finance, Mr. H. 
M. Pollock, accompanied by Sir Ernest Clark, 
K.C.B., is now in London in connection with 
the sitting of the Colwyn Committee. This 
Committee, which was appointed under the 
chairmanship of Lord Colwyn, is an Arbitra- 
tion Committee. to regulate the finances be- 
tween Great Britain and Northern Ireland. 

The Committee recently issued an important 
report, setting out the basis upon which 
financial matters between Northern Ireland 
and Great Britain will in future be regulated. 
No new developments are anticipated to follow 
the present sitting. 

The financial position of Northern Ireland 
is much influenced by the taxes imposed im 
Great Britain, and it is the object of the 
Colwyn Committee now to arrange impartial 
adjustments, which will be fair to both Par- 
liaments, in view of the obligations imposed 
upon each under the Government of Ireland 
Act. 


MILK PROSECUTIONS. 


DEALERS FINED IN DUBLIN 
POLICE COURTS. 


In the Dublin Police Court yesterday, 
Michael’ Fanning, St. Anne’s, Clane, Co. Ril- 
dare, was fined £5, £4. and £3 on three 
summonses brought by the Dublin Corpora- 
tion, for selling milk adulterated with water. 
Michael Brennan, Knock, Abbeyleix, Queen's 
County, was fined £9 in respect of three 
samples of milk supplied by him, which were 
found to be adulterated with water. 

The Birdhill (Co. Tipperary) Co-operative 
Creamery, Ltd., was fined £12 on three sum 
mons for alleged deficiency of fats—1l0 per 
cent. in each of two samples, and 6.7 per cent. 
in a third sample. Fines amounting to £19 
were imposed on the Bellville and Deelbridge 


Co. Limerick, in respect of three samples of 
milk found to be deficient in fats.

CRUX OF THE PROBLEM. 


At the Institute of Transport’ Congress 
at Bristo] recently, a letter was read from 
General Brancker, Director of Civil Aviation, 
who, referring to the variation of summer and 
winter traffic, said that the crux of the 
roblem was reliability, and it was only by 
improving the wireless system, training pilots 
to fly above the clouds, and producing safe 
and comfortable machines to fly through 
clouds that they could eliminate the winter 
flying difficulty. 

The Air Ministry had four experimental 
three-engine machines on order, which should 
give valuable experience as to their suitability 
for air transport work. . He thought that the 
goal was a machine inherently stable, or 
rendered stable, by automatic control. The 
pilot would then be able to fly through clouds 
or storm, without fear of getting out of con- 
trol. He judged, from developments lately 
examined, that the goal was not far off. 

Colonel Searle, Director of Imperial Air- 
ways, said that they hoped shortly to couple 
up to a line, via Berlin, which would bring 
Moscow within thirty-six hours of London.

The twentieth Technical Instruction Cone 
gress was opened in the Mansion House. Dub- 
lin, yesterday morning, and will be continued 
to-day and to-morrow. There were no dele- 
gates from the Six Counties area.

T. A. Finlay, 8.J., President of the Congress 
was in the chair. : : 

The agenda paper stated that the delegates 
would be welcomed officially by the. Lord 
Mayor, but this was not carried out. 

A letter was read from Mr. J. P. Hogan, 
Minister for Agriculture, who regretted that 
the pressure of his official business made it 
impossible for him to accept the invitation 
to attend the conference. 


PRESIDENT’S ADDRESS. 

Father Finlay, in his presidential address, 
said that the system of technical instruction 
in Ireland, as organised under the Act of 
1899, had for a quarter of a century been 
under the control of the department of Go- 
vernment. concerned with the industries 
which technical knowledge is exercised, ; 
for which it is Hence 
State supervision of technical education 
be in the hands of the Minister in 
primary and secondary education 
ence alone would disclose whethér the chanze 
would be for the better. That the system 
of technical education as hitherto adminis- 
tered had been a signal benefit to the country 
no one acyuainted with the work would 
seriously question. From the beginning the 
system was popular in the country. The work 
was carried out by local committees, with a 
knowledge of local needs. and with the kindlv 
and cordial co-operation of the officers of the 
Government. Examples of the useful work 
accomplished were to be found in the results 
of the woodwork teaching in the rural areas 
and the training in farm accountancy, Th 
development of the latter knowledge would 
revolutionise the whole system of small farm- 
ing in Ireland. The training of girls in 
needlework and housekeeping, where it had 
been availed of, showed what could be done 
with even the small resources of a Jabourer’s 
cottage when intelligence and training are 
brought to bear on them, 

In the cities and towns the most important 
part of the work was the training of trade 
apprentices in the scientific principles under- 
lving their daily work, Employers were not 
slow to recognise the superiority of the 
vouths trained in technical classes. H was to 
ye regretted that the grant of £1,800 made in 
previous years for trade scholarships had now, 
under the strain of financial exigency, been 
reduced by one-half. On the whole, it might 
be justly claimed that their system of tech- 
nical instruction had done much for the indus- 
trial and social life of Ireland. That it had 
not done more was due, not to défecta in 
the system, but, to external obstacles. The 
first of those was the low standard of educa- 
tion among those- perhaps the larcer number 
—reeking admission to technical schools. Too 
many of the would-be pupils knew little or 
nothing of mathematics or even of arithmetic, 
and in the essential subject of drawing 
were. even less proficient. To make good the 
defects of education in the primary and secon- 
dary schools a considerable portion of the 
time and the funds of the technical schoo's 
had to be drawn upon for. introductory

The second obstacle to their efforts to 
train their boys technically was that entrance 
to the skilled trades was closed to all ex ept 
the privileged iew.

Most of the trade bodies organised for their 
Own protection tend to become exclusive, 
There had grown up an aristocracy of labour 
which, like the old aristocracy, resented any 
addition to its ranks or intrusion. on its 
rights.

GRAVE OMISSION. 

Mr. Colahan said that while none of them 
would deny that there were very good fea- 
tures in the bill, ‘there were grave omissions 
from it, and he regarded as a great blot the 
omission of any provision for the upkeep o1 
the main roads of the country as a national 
charge. The County he represented (Co. Kil- 
dare) had a particular grievance in that re- 
gard.

They thought 
that the District Councils, which hed done 
good work in the past, would be able to do 
good work still, if their powers were enlarged.

him to be an entire repudiation of the whole 
of the bill, and he had expected to see it 
followed by the withdrawal of the bill. As 
regarded the President's NESSA that the 
subject of the bill should referred to a 
commission, he urged that the body appointed 
to consider it should be a committee of the 
Dail itself. They did not want any more 
of the official mind brought to the subject.

OBSOLETE AND UNECONOMIC, 


Mr. Burke, Minister for Local Govern- 
ment and Health, said that much of the 
criticism had been founded cn misunder- 
standing, He wished to make it clear that 
the merits or demerits of Rural District Coun- 
cils had prectically nothing to do with the 
Goveriment's decision to abolish them, If 
he wished he could make out a strong case 
against their efficiency. The point that de- 
cided them was that t Councils were obso- 
lete and uneconomic. The same staffs that 
worked for Boards of Guardians also did the 
work of the District Councils. Ninety-five 
per cent. of their duties would now be trans- 
ferred to the County Councils. 

The duties of District Councils with regard 
to labourers’ cottages had not been efficiently 
carried out. His solution was to have these 
cottages bought out. There was no reason 
for saying that County Councils were less 
democratic than District Councils. The 
difficulty so far had been that local adminis- 
tration had been mixed up with politics, It 
should now be placed on a business basis. 

Mr, Johnson—On the percentage to be paid. 
Mr. Burke, continuing, said that there was 
nothing historic in Rural District Councils. 
It had no place in Irish history or character, 
and the areas were very arbitrarily drawn, It 
was hoped to replace these District Councils 
by Committees for certain areas. These 
would operate round places like small towns. 
Under the Act of 1919 the Government had 
power to insist upon the medical inspection 
of school children, but it would be ‘necessa 
to appoint a special inspector at a high 
salary. In that bill it could be done by the 
County Medical Officer of Health. For that 
position they wanted men with the highest 
qualifications, together with experience of 
public health work. 

He, personally, favoured centralised ad- 
ministration of trunk and main roads, but 
that would not give them any saving. For 
the present, at all events, it was better to 
allow the staffs of the various County Coun- 
cils to do the work of main roads, as well as 
roads of secondary importance. To nationalise 
the roads straight away would mean consider. 
able expense and the duplication of 
machinery all over the country. 


NO: INCREASE.

Rev. Andrew Fallon, M.A.; Rev. John 
Davidson, and Mr. B. J. Baldwin, ruling 
elder, 
The Moderatoi, in addressing the deputies, 
said that it delighted him to welcome them on 
that platform. They recognised i 
the position their visitors occupied in the 
other country—a position of great, power and 
influence. In welcoming the Moderator of 
the English Presbyterian Church and their 
brethren, they were glad to know that all 
had acquitted themselves in such a manner 
that they had no need to be ashamed of their 
work, (Applause.) 
The English Moderator, in reply, said that 
he was there to convey the greetings of their 
Church to the great Presbyterian Church in 
Ireland, and also their good wishes. They 
were bold enough to indulge the very daring 
hope that the day might come when all might 
be’ more closely bound together than they 
were at the present time, for some of them 
had a dream of a Federated Presbyterian 
Church of Great Britain and Ireland— 
(applause)—with Assemblies in Ireland, Scot- 
land, Wales and .England. i 
The Rev. J. B. Armour, who had a cordial 
reception, referred at the outset to his father’s 
long association with the General Assembly, 
and said the latter had never refrained from 
expressing his convictions no matter what 
storm: arose. (Appleause.) Personally he had 
g gcos memories of that House.

| BELFAST COLLEGE. 

The Rev. A. F. Moody M.A. B.D., in sub- 
mitting the report of the Belfast College 
Committee, said they could congratulate them- 
selves on the efficiency of the College staff 
and the character of the students, who were 
rather small in numbers. They were greatly 
handicapped by the fact that they did not at 
resent enjoy the use of the College buildings.

that it would take £20,000 or £25,000 in- 
vested to bring the salaries of their professors

PARLIAMENT BUILDINGS. 

The Rev. Dr. Park, in submitting the re- 
ts of the Belfast College Trustees, said the 
Ister Parliament had found it impossible ta 
have the building at Stormont completed in 
time, and they had approached the committee 
for an extension of the lease for four years 
from August 1, 1925, with a proviso that if 
the building at Stormont were finished before 
the expiration of the lease the committee 
would get the use of the College. The rent 
was to be the same, £8,000 a year. The com- 
mittee did not think that the Parliament 
should bé turned out of the College, and the 
extension desired was agreed upon. The 
students’ hostel in College Gardens had been 
continued wnder the supervision of the 
Faculty. With the object of co-ordinating 
the interests of the Faculty, the College Com- 
mittee and the trustees, an additional by-law 
as approved by the trustees was recommended 
to the Assembly for adoption. He moved 
that the yr Hay be accepted and approved, 
also that the by-law be accepted and ap- 
proved. 

Mr. John M‘Caughey seconded the motion, 
which, was passed. 

McCREA-MAGEE COLLEGE. 
_ The Rev. W. J. Logan. in submitting and 
moving the adoption of the report of McCrea- 
Magee College, Derry, said that they had 
more students than the Belfast College, but 
they were of a junior class.

euffered, owing to a mistake in the draíting 
of the Infoxicating Liquors (Ireland) Act, 
1906.

Members of the Association had for many 
years, been obliged\to pay the full licence 
duty for a seven-day publican’s licence with- 
out haying any of the privileges of the 
holders of such licencés. Furthermore, it 
has been the -practice of the Recorder of Dub- 
Jin on the occasion of ‘any transfer of such 
licence to exact an undertaking which, in 
effect, prohibited the exercise of the nominal 
but sole remaining right of the members of 
the Association to supply drink to bona fade 
travellers on Sundays. The licensed premises 
in question have also had during all these 
years to bear the heavy burden of city rates 
with no corresponding advantage, and the 
owners of the premises had suffered heavy 
pecuniary loss, and the value of their pro- 
perty had greatly deteriorated. It was a 
well known fact that the added areas had 
greatly increased in population since the 
passage of the Act of 1900, and everything 
pointed to a still further extension and in- 


crease, 
Mr, Cullen then proposed the following 
resolution. which was seconded by Mr. 
Gaffney, and bnanimously passed :— _ 
"that we, the members of the Clontarf, 
Drumcondra and Glasnevin Licensed Traders’ 
Association, appeal to the Government and 
the deputies of Saorstat Eireann to rectify a 
grievance which the seven-day licensed 
traders carrying on buéiness in Clontarf, 
Drumcondra and Glasnevin districts, known 
as the ‘added areas’ of the City of Dublin, 
suffer by having an amendment to the pro- 
posed Intoxicating Liquor Bill, 1924. passed, 
which would allow them, as citizens of the

The Gas Exhibition in the Palace of Iiidus- 
try at. Wembley is au extensive exhibition in 
itself, It is no mere. collection of appliances, 
but has been designed to illustrate by prac- 
tical demonstration. the purposes for which 
gas may be used in daily domestic duties, and 
in modern manufacturing methods. 

On entering the Gas Pavilion the visitor is 
greeted by a series of tableaux, showing the 
many services of gas to woman throughout her 
life, which for this purpose is divided into 
seven ages. Tableau |. represents ‘‘Infancy,’’ 
and shows a nursery fitted with a gas fire, 
which maintains the temperature at a suitable 
level for the baby. Gas enables the nurse to 
prepare a hot bath, and cook or warm food 
at any time, and when not in use the bath 
and the cooking utensils are hidden away out 
of sight: In this scene a nurse is shown 
tending the baby in a cot, 

The second age shows ‘‘Childhood,'’ and is 
depicted by means of a*room where the chil- 
dren may romp and play. There are real 
children enjoying themselves upon real rock- 
ing horses, and similar toys and a gas fire 
warms the room, and is fitted with a '' ring,’ 
whereby simple cooking operations may be car- 
ried on without disturbing. other rooms, . 

“School Days’”’ is the title of the third 
tableau, and the fourth is '' College Days.” 
In each case the advantages of gas for heat- 
ing and cooking purposes are well brought out. 

‘ Business Life ” is taken as the title of the

Gas cookers re- 
place the ordinary kitchen range, gas boilers 
and hot plates cook the food and maintain it 
at a suitable heat for use, while a gas refuse

“ Middle Age,” ‘‘ The Autumn of Life," are 
the sixth and seventh illustrations. They 
are mainly devoted to pointing out the useful. 
ness of gas in the heating of private rooms, 
The scenes are made attractive by the presence 
of girls and women in each picture of a 
suitable age to the period of life repre- 
sented, and it is evident that the visitors ap- 
preciate the successful endeavour which has 
been made to provide an exhibit which car- 
ried its lesson in a pleasant and interesting

GAS IN INDUSTRY. 


Equal care has been bestowed upon the illus- 
trations of the use of gas in industrial matters, 
and actual processes are shown in operation. 
One demonstration shows an oxygen coal gas 
metal cutting machine. It is exactly similar 


tant engineering firms to-day, and at the ex- 
hibition it is employed in cutting mild steel 
plates. Another illustration of the applica- 
tion of yas ‘‘n’ modern industrial affairs 1s 
shown by means of a complete aluminium cast- 
ing plant. The furnace used is a ‘‘ radia- 
tion ” low pressure gas and air blast type. In 
the casting industry crucibles of this type are 
in use, ranging up to a capacity of 3 cwt. 
The plant used for the Wembley demonstra- 
tions holds about 150 Ibs. of metal. 

The gas exhibit, far from being the pro- 
saic and dull section which it migh have 
heen, has been made one of the nost igterest- 
ing and informative spots in the wholf of the 
Palace of Industry. The domestic |pictures 
are beautifully arranged and carry thé atmo 
phere of the home; while on the industrial 
side the demonstrations show the actual pro- 
cesses which are carried out in works and 
factories throughout the country, both of 
which the general public has little oppor- 
tunity of observi: ; in the ordinary course.

SUCCESS OF RECENT NEWS. 
PAPER TOUR. 


Representaives were present from all the 
le, n and inland resorts in Ulster at the 
statutory meeting of the Tourist Development 
Association, held in the Counci! Room of the 
Belfast Chamber of. Comemrce, Scottish 
Provident Buildings, yesterday, when 
Chairman, Mr. R. Baillie, gave an encourag- 
ing report on the progress which the 
Association had made since its formation. 

The Association, he said, had been 
incorporated on March 5 of this year, and 
eight of the urban councils had joined it— 
Carrickfergus, Larne, Ballycastle, Portrush, 
Portatewart, Bangor, Newcastle, and Warren- 
point—and were making contributions to the 
Association out of their rates. They hoped to 
receive £500 from that source. They intended 
to spend the contributions from the. councils 
directly in advertising the resources of the 
respective districts It was the object of the 
Association that the private membership, if 
he might so call it, might be so large that the 
contributions would enable them to carry on 
the administrative work of the Association. 
He was hopeful that as their organisation 
became better known that they would add 
greatly to their membership. 

The Chairman also referred to the recent 
tour of twenty-two journalists from England 
and Scotland, who had ‘heen invited by the 
Association to make a tour of the resorts in 
the North. The advertisement that they had 

ot in this way was the best thing that had 

een done for the tourist traffic in Ulster for 
many years. Since the visit of the journalists 
the Secretary had been inundated with 
appilentions for literature and _ particulars 
about resorts in the province. 

Speaking of the passage of the recent 
Licensing Act, he said that it could not be 
denied that the Act was considered by many 
of their members, who were vitally interested 
in catering for visitors, as seriously interfer- 
ing with the reasonable requirements of those 
who sought the hospitality of their province. 
He had the best authority for saying that if 
any considered and reasonable suggestions 
can be put forward, they will be seriously 
and sympathetically considered.

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SCIENCE MASTER’S 
DEATH 


SAD CASE IN DUBLIN. 
A verdict of death from septic pneumonia 
and acute enteritis, produced by an irritant 
poison, self-administered while suffering from 
temporary insanity, was returned at an in- 
quest held yesterday in Steevens’s Hospital 
on the body of John A. Bleakley, aged 355 
years, a science master in the King’s Hospital, 
Blackhall place, Dublin. 
The Rev, Dr. John M. Harden, headmaner 
of King’s Hospital, said that My. Bleakley 
wes employed for the past fourtéen years as 
science master in the school. He: was of a 
reserved disposition, associating very little 
with the other masters and spending most of 
his time in the laboratory, frequently remain- 
ing there till midnight. He seemed to suffer 
from delusions, and was of opinion that the 
school was not being run by the witness on 
sufficiently English lines. In May last the 
deceased man spoke to him on the matter, 
and when pressed for an explanation he -re- 
plied, “The Irish spirit was becoming too 
prevalent in the achool.” The witness, who 
was appointed headmaster in 1922, pointed 
out that the school: had been managed as 
heretofore. He reported the matter to the 
Managing Committee, and they decided to ask 
Mr. Bleakley to resign his position. The wit- 
ness communicated this decision to him on 
the 22nd ult., and at 8.30 that evening Mr. 
Bleakley spoke to him about his resignation, 
and he advised him to see the Chairman. of 
the Committee. On the 23rd ult. he received 
a message from Steevens’s Hospital that Mr. 
Bleakley was there, and he went and saw 
him. He asked him what.was the matter, and 
he replied, “I feel desperate.”’ Subsequently 
the witness found in the laboratory an 
enve‘ope, on which was written" It is im- 
possible—an Anglo-Irish tragedy.”’ 
To the Coroner (Dr. Louis Byrne)—He had 
no suspicion that he would do such a thing, 
but’ w he was missed from the school on 
the 22nd ult. the witness thought that some- 
thing might. have happened. . 
Replying to the police, the. witness said that 
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but when Mr. Bleakley was missed he vwrdte 


to his father that ercting.- but. bis . father 
never received the letter. ter that evening 
aye wea informed that Mr. Bleakley, wag. 


hospital, and he then telegraphed to his 
father. 

Dr. ‘Murphy (House Surgeon, Steevens’ 
Hospital) said that the deceased man was 
admitted to hospital at midnight on the 22nd 
May, and was sufferine from acute inflamma- 
tion of the mouth and throat. His tongue 
was greatly swollen, and owing to its con- 
dition he could hardly speak. On the follow- 
ing day he developed gastritis 4nd pneumonia, 
and died on the following day. The post- 
mortem examination semadiod that both lungs 
were congested and the stomach acutely in- 
flamed. Death was due to septic pneumonia 
and acute enteritis, produced by an irritant 

ison. 

To the Coroner—The deceased man wrote 
on a slip of paper that he had taken corrosive 
sublimate. |

in the hospital, stated that the deceased man 
told }.m he had taken corrosive sublimate 
because he was “fed up.” He gave no further

Mr. John Marsh, Senior Master; Kifte's 
Hospital, gave evidence that the deceased 
man’s manner was very reserved. He seeméd 
hto’ get very strange during the past _few 
months; and since Christmas lived almost 
entirely in the laboratory, and would not come 
down to meals. He never gave any indication 
that he would. commit, suicide, 

Mr. Thomas Bleakley, of Whitfield, Man- 
chester, said that his wife’s death in March 
last affectec ‘his són very much, but although 
he was very reserved he never suspected that 
he would commit such an ‘act. He told him 
that there was a misunderstanding between 
himself and the headmaster, but added that it 
would soon be all right. |

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ROAD WORKERS’ STRIKE.

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KINGSTOWN URBAN COUNCIL'S 
PROBLEM. 


At the meeting last night of the Kingtown

SOLICITORS AND PENSIONS, 
TO THE EDITOR OF THE IRISH TIMES. 
Sirn,—In your issue of dist May, 
“ Solicitor’’ draws attention to the drastic 
proposals of the Government, under the Local 
Government Bill, to exclude solicitors from all. 
pensions from local bodies and to repeal Sec- 
tion 8 of the Local Government (Ireland) Act, 
1919, under which solicitors became pension- 
able officers. The proposal opens up, in my’ 
opinion, a constitutional question, which the 
Incorporated Law Society ought to be able to 
deal with. Article 10 of the Treaty states :-- 
‘* The Government of the Irish Free Staie 
agrees to pay fair compensation on terms net 
less favourable than those accorded by tlie 
Act of 1920 to judges, officials and other 
public servants who are discharged by it.’’ 
The Irish Free State has passed the Com- 
stitution Act, 1922, and the Irish Free Stivte 
(Consequential Provisions) Act, 1922. In ‘the 
latter Act, which deals in detail with ‘the 
necessary provisions involved in the giving 
effect to the Articles of Agreement of Deoem- 
ber 6th, 1921, the Act of 1920 is referred. to 
throughout as the principal Act. Yet ‘his 
principal Act, which governs the whole Cion- 
stitution under which the Free State exits, 
is to be-ignored. Section 68 (1) of the Act 
of 1920 states :— ' No law made by the Pnarliia- 
ment of Southern Ireland or the Parliament of 
Northern Ireland shall have effect so ss to 
prejudice or diminish the rights or privileges 
of any existing or pensioned officer of a Jocal 
authority under the provisions of the ‘Local 
Government (Ireland) Acts, 1898 to 1919. ”' 

The Free State Government have applied 
to. the British Government to give effect to 
Article 12 of the Treaty. It is to be hoped 
that it will not be necessary to apply also to 
the British Government to see that Article 
10 of the Treaty shall be effective.—-Yours,

Government announced that measures were to 
be taken to assist—nay, to compel—~-the. far- 
mers to produce more and better stuff and 
so, at the same time, to enhance the reputa- 
tion of Irish farm produce and make fortunes 
for the farmers. A correspondent of yours, 
however, inted out that any enhanced 
profits would certainly not reach the farmers 
or other producers, but would stick in the 
pockets of the middle-men. 

There can be little doubt of the truth of 
this. The spring production of eggs has now 
assed the ai and numbers are falling 
fast. Prices should begin to go up. I-wonder 
if it is merely a coincidence that on the very 
day when the sm announced Mz. Hogan’s 
measures for enhancing the reputation of 
Irish eggs the price round here dropped by 
one penny a dozen. Of course the dealers 
have a plausible and unanswerable excuse 
on the tip of their tongues, but—I wonder.—

Continuing in The Sunday Times the series 
of ap reciative articles on “ Men of the 
Hour,” Lord Birkenhead dealt with the career 
of Mr. Reginald McKenna. Commenting on 
the collapse of the first Coalition Government, 
which resulted in Mr. McKenna relinquishing

These reduced rates were suffic ient to cover 
the interest on the company’s notes and the 
‘fall 8 per cent. dividend on the Preference 
Shares, and were also sufficient to deal 
generously in the matter of) depreciation. 
Originally there was put aside for deprecia- 
tian a sum sufficient to write off the total 
cost of the company’s vessela in a period 
somewhat less than the estimated average life 
of a tank steamer. Under the new arrange- 
ment the more expensive vestels would be 
written down at a rapid rate, and, with the 
cash thus accumulated in depreciation, they 
would have sufficient funds to pay off in 
1927, if considered desirable, the whole of the 
outstanding twelve-vear notes. The resultant 
position, therefore, was that they had afforded 
to the charterers a relief which was essential 
to them for trading purposes—that on income 
account the noteholders and Preference share- 
holders were safeguarded, and that on capital 
account the securitv.of the Preference share- 
holders and noteholders was improved. 
Turning to the balance sheet up to the end 
of the year, there had been purchased to 
date a further £112.950. He thought it 
would be agreed that it was a sound measure 
to continue this poliev and wipe out as early 
as possible thig liability. With the transfer 
of £750,000, the depreciation and sinking fund 
reserve now stood at £2,644,000. and the re- 
te and other reserves at £508,000, having 
m imereased during the vear by some 
£80,000. On the credit side chat of steamers 
showed an increase of some £200,000, and 
since the date of the balance sheet all liability 
under this head had been discharged. The 
cash position at 3lst Decembey, 1923, showed 
a reduction of about £60,000 compared with 
the previous year.
